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iht  table  on  page  1 shows  the  commercial  fresh  market  and  processing  estimates  pre- 
viously published  for  the  29  principal  vegetables,  together  with  commercial  fresh- 
market  and  processing  estimates  for  all  vegetables,  1 932-c,55«  In  both  series  of 
estimates,  the  processing  figures  are  the  same  since  these  include  only  the  11  prin- 
cipal processing  vegetables  for  which  coverage  is  completes  For  crops  other  than 
the  11  for  which  processing  production  is  shown  separately,  the  quantities  processed 
are  included  in  the  fresh-market  estimates;  but,  except  for  broccoli.,  brussels 
sprouts  and  cauliflower,  the  quantities  processed  are  only  a small  percentage  of 
the  total  production. 

The  differences  in  production  of  the  29  principal  vegetables,  published  in  the 
regular  program  of  monthly  reports,  and  the  production  of  all  vegetables  shown  in 
this  report  are  attributable  to  the  inclusion  of  minor  crops  not  previously  esti- 
mated, and  of  minor-producing  States  and  greenhouse  production  not  covered  in  the 
estimates  of  the  29  principal  vegetables©  These  differences  all  occur  in  the  fresh- 
market  estimates,  viz;

The  regular  program  of  monthly  reports  has  accounted  for  about  82  percent  of  the 
estimated  fresh-market  production  of  all  vegetables  in  recent  years. 

The  estimated  fresh-market  production  of  all  vegetables  shown  in  this  report  include 
quantities  not  marketed  because  of  low  prices  or  other  economic  factors.  Estimates 
of  such  economic  abandonment  for  the  crops  and  States  covered  in  the  regular  program 
of  monthly  reports  will  b.e  found  in  Report  TC-55;  1203,  Estimates  of  economic 

abandonment  are  not  available  for  principal  vegetables  in  minor  producing  States  nor 
for  minor  vegetables.  These  fresh-market  estimates  for  all  vegetables  have  been 
prepared  on  a national  basis  for  production  only.  Figures  for  individual  crops  are 
shown  in  the  table  on  page  3«  State  and  seasonal -group  figures  are  not  available; 
neither  are  figures  avail  able  on  acreage  or  value.
